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CAR RADIO, AN INTERESTING 
TRUE QUINCY STORY

Radios are so much a part of the driv- 
ing experience, it seems like cars 
have always had them. But they did- 
n’t. Here’s the story. 

One evening in 1929 two 
young men named William Lear and 
Elmer Wavering drove their girl- 
friends to a lookout point high above 
the Mississippi River town of 
Quincy, Illinois, to watch the sunset. 
It was a romantic night to be sure, 
but one of the women observed that 
it would be even nicer if they could 
listen to music in the car. 


Lear and Wavering liked the idea. 
Both men had tinkered with radios — 
Lear had served as a radio operator in 
the U. S. Navy during World War I - 
and it wasn’t long before they were 
taking apart a home radio and trying 
to get it to work in a car. But it was- 
n’t as easy as it sounds: automobiles 
have ignition switches, generators, 
spark plugs, and other electrical 
equipment that generate noisy static 
interference, making it nearly impos- 
sible to listen to the radio when the 
engine was running. 


SIGNING ON 
One by one, Lear and Wavering iden- 
tified and eliminated each source of 
electrical interference. When they fi- 
nally got their radio to work, they 
took it to a radio convention in Chi- 
cago. There they met Paul Galvin, 
owner of Galvin Manufacturing Cor- 
poration. He made a product called a 
“battery eliminator” a device that al- 
lowed battery-powered radios to run 
on household AC current. But as 
more homes were wired for electric- 
ity, more radio manufacturers made 
AC-powered radios. Galvin needed a 
new product to manufacture. When 
he met Lear and Wavering at the ra- 
dio convention, he found it. He be- 
lieved that mass-produced, affordable 
car radios had the potential to be-

come a huge business. 


Lear and Wavering set up shop in 
Galvin’s factory, and when they per- 
fected their first radio, they installed 
it in his Studebaker. Then Galvin 
went to a local banker to apply for a 
loan. Thinking it might sweeten the 
deal, he had his men install a radio in 
the banker’s Packard. Good idea, but 
it didn’t work — half an hour after the 
installation, the banker’s Packard 
caught on fire. (They didn’t get the 
loan.) Galvin didn’t give up. He 
drove his Studebaker nearly 800 
miles to Atlantic City to show off the 
radio at the 1930 Radio Manufactur- 
ers Association convention. Too 
broke to afford a booth, he parked the 
car outside the convention hall and 
cranked up the radio so that passing 
conventioneers could hear it. That 
idea worked — he got enough orders 
to put the radio into production. 


WHAT?’S IN A NAME 
That first production model was 


called the 5T71. Galvin decided he 
needed to come up with something 
a little catchier. In those days many 
companies in the phonograph and 
radio businesses used the suffix 
“ola” for their names — Radiola, 
Columbiola, and Victrola were 
three of the biggest. Galvin decided 
to do the same thing, and since his 
radio was intended for use in a mo- 
tor vehicle, he decided to call it the 
Motorola. 


But even with the name change, the 
radio still had problems: When Mo- 
torola went on sale in 1930, it cost 
about $110 uninstalled, at a time 
when you could buy a brand-new 
car for $650, and the country was 
sliding into the Great Depression. 
(By that measure, a radio for a new 
car would cost about $3,000 today.) 
In 1930 it took two men several 
days to put in a car radio — the 
dashboard had to be taken apart so 
that the receiver and a single 
speaker could be installed, and the 


ceiling had to be cut open to install 
the antenna. These early radios ran 
on their own batteries, not on the 
car battery, so holes had to be cut 
into the floorboard to accommodate 
them. The installation manual had 
eight complete diagrams and 28 
pages of instructions. 


HIT THE ROAD 

Selling complicated car radios that 
cost 20 percent of the price of a 
brand-new car wouldn’t have been 
easy in the best of times, let alone 
during the Great Depression — Gal- 
vin lost money in 1930 and strug- 
gled for a couple of years after that. 
But things picked up in 1933 when 
Ford began offering Motorola's pre- 
installed at the factory. In 1934 
they got another boost when Galvin 
struck a deal with B. F. Goodrich 
tire company to sell and _ install 
them in its chain of tire stores. By 
then the price of the radio, installa- 
tion included, had dropped to $55.

This training is paid for by the Club; therefore, your 
name will be added to the chart and your services may be requested to help out either at Club work parties, with Emer- 
gency Measures (EMO) or at member owned sites. You will be responsible for obtaining and maintaining your own fall 
protection equipment at your own expense.

His fingers could race across 
the keys and the music he played was 
amazing, anything from a polka to 
the classics. He was a pilot and knew 
what “Flight Control” was all about. 
He met a new “Net Control” and be- 
came....... an ordained Priest Father 
Stan Kloskowski. In later years he 
became Monsignor Stan Kloskowski. 


I think it was 2005 that I had my first 
contact with WA2IPX on Echolink. 
Then when he and his travel compan- 
ions were en-route to PEI I had the 
pleasure of their company in my 
home, here in Halifax for a few days. 
It was a visit I will never forget. He 
had such a positive impact on my life 
at a very difficult time for me.

The Motorola car radio was off and 
running. (The name of the company 
would be officially changed from 
Galvin Manufacturing to 
“Motorola” in 1947.) In the mean- 
time, Galvin continued to develop 
new uses for car radios. In 1936, 
the same year that it introduced 
push-button tuning, it also intro- 
duced the Motorola Police Cruiser, 
a standard car radio that was fac- 
tory preset to a single frequency to 
pick up police broadcasts. In 1940 
he developed with the first hand- 
held two-way radio — the Handie- 
Talkie — for the U. S. Army. 


A lot of the communications tech- 
nologies that we take for granted 
today were born in Motorola labs in 
the years that followed World War 
IL. In 1947 they came out with the 
first television to sell under $200. 
In 1956 the company introduced the 
world’s first pager; in 1969 it sup- 
plied the radio and television equip- 
ment that was used to televise Neil 
Armstrong’s first steps on the 
Moon. In 1973 it invented the 
world’s first handheld cellular 
phone. Today Motorola is one of 
the second-largest cell phone manu- 
facturer in the world. And it all 
started with the car radio. 


Safety item: 
Don’t do this. A rope is more 
likely to survive the trip. 
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WHATEVER HAPPENED TO.... 
The 2 men who installed the first 
radio in Paul Galvin’s car, Elmer 
Wavering and William Lear? Wa- 
vering stayed with Motorola. In the 
1950’s he helped change the auto- 
mobile experience again when he 
developed the first automotive al- 
ternator, replacing inefficient and 
unreliable generators. The inven- 
tion lead to such luxuries as power 
windows, power seats, and, eventu- 
ally, air-conditioning. 


Lear also continued inventing. He 
holds more than 150 patents. Re- 
member eight-track tape players? 
Lear invented that. But what he’s 
really famous for are his contribu- 
tions to the field of aviation. He in- 
vented radio direction finders for 
planes, aided in the invention of the 
autopilot, designed the first fully 
automatic aircraft landing system, 
and in 1963 introduced his most fa- 
mous invention of all, the Lear Jet, 
the world’s first mass-produced, af- 
fordable business jet. (Not bad for a 
guy who dropped out of school af- 
ter the eighth grade.) 


Some of us have been fortunate to 
have met both of these gentlemen 
and they were - gentlemen.

The first murder suspects to be arrested thanks to wireless telegraphy 


July, 1910 - When Dr. Hawley Crippen and his lover Ethel LeNeve fled 
London aboard the Canadian Pacific ship Montrose bound for Montreal, 
Scotland Yard’s Chief Inspector Walter Dew went to Crippen’s house, dug 
up the cellar floor, and found the remains of Crippen’s missing wife Belle. 
Meanwhile, Montrose’s skipper Harry Kendall, who had been following the 
Crippen case in the news, became suspicious of 2 of his passengers (a man & his 
very feminine “son’’). Using the Montrose’s new-fangled radio-telegraph, Kendall 
wired his suspicions back to England. Inspector Dew immediately boarded a faster 
ship, Laurentic, bound for Montreal arriving at Pointe au Pere pilot station (near 
Rimouski) the day before Montrose. Dew boarded Montrose with the pilot and ar- 
rested Crippen & Le Neve; making them the first murder suspects to be arrested 
thanks to wireless telegraphy. 

Dew was closely followed aboard by newsmen who had reached Montrose on 
another boat. The stories they subsequently telegraphed to the Gazette and the 
Globe scooped the world. 

Dew returned to London with Crippen & LeNeve where they were tried, LeNeve 
was acquitted, Crippen was found guilty and was hanged on Nov.23
